REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Tsuqita teaches alternative method of pretreatment step by using acetic anhydride containing 10% acetic acid vapor for 20 min at 
room temperature (see page 930, right col. 3rd paragraph). Tsugita also indicates a vapor-phase reaction with 0.2% PFPA for 4- 
16h for Asp-C cleavage reaction (see page 932, left col. 1st paragraph. Figure 2). Besides, vapor phase reaction is an obvious 
variation of solution phase reaction, because it does not fundamentally change the nature of the chemical reaction. 
Tsugita teaches using PFPA in Asp-C cleavage. Tsuqita'1992 also teaches using PFPA for C-terminal cleavage. Given the similarity of 
the structure of PFPA and PAPMe. substitution of PAPMe with PAFA seems obvious. Although Tsuqita does not teach 
maintaining acetic anhydride in the cleavage sub-step, Tsuqita does not teach removinq acetic anhydride in the next sub-step 
either. Maintaining reactants from a previous step of reaction does not necessarily invite side reactions, contaminations and 
safety issues in the next step of reaction..
